S.R.O. 1924.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs that 
the powers conferred on it by section 3 of the said Act to make orders providing 
for the matters specified in clause (f), and for the matters specified in clauses 
(h), (i) and (j) in so far as they relate to clause (f), of sub-section (2) of the 
said section 3, in relation to stocks of rice, including broken rice and paddy, shall 
be exercisable also by the officers specified in the Schedule below. 

2. This notification shall remain in force for a period of three months.
